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Planning Board Gives Greenbrook 
Green Light Over City’s Objections

The three sections of Greenbrook (formerly the Tidier 
tract) and the three parcels of commercial development on 
the Smith-Ewing property received the go-ahead from the 
Prince Georges Planning Board on December 5 in Upper 
Marlboro, when the board approved the preliminary plats 
of subdivision (see map). In so doing, the board disre¬ 
garded the position of both their technical staff and the 
city council of Greenbelt that the public facilities test — 
adequate roads to service the new development — had not 
been met. Further, the board readily agreed with the de¬ 
velopers’ contention that they had more than met the legal 
requirements for mandatory dedication of green space. 


Council Debates Options 
For North End School

At the regular city council meeting of Monday, De¬ 
cember 2, the council dealt with the continuing question 
of the use of the North End school building, health care 
services for seniors, and the Roosevelt Center (Mall) plan, 
as well as what positions Greenbelt should take on pending 
state and county legislation. 


In discussing whether there will 
be adequate roads to service the 
new development the issue was 
confined to whether sufficient 
commitments are in hand to show 
that the reconstruction of the 
Greenbelt Road bridge over the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
and of the access ramps to and 
from the north-bound lanes of the 
Parkway will occur in a timely 
manner. 

If those two projects are de¬ 
layed, argued Greenbelt’s mayor 
Gtt Weidenfeld, the present four- 
lane bridge will create such a 
bottleneck that the widening of 
Greenbelt Road to six lanes from 
Mandan Road to the Capital Belt- 
way (being undertaken by the 
county) will offer no remedy "to 
the rapidly deteriorating traffic 
conditions/’ The exit ramp from 
the Parkway at evening rush hour 
"is chaotic and dangerous at the

present time. ... If funds are 
not forthcoming - there is no date 
and no time frame and no guar¬ 
antee the money will come/’ said 
Weidenfeld. "We will be stuck 
with a horrendous situation in a 
premier development area/’ 

Both highway projects require 
federal approval and federal fund¬ 
ing. but the decision-making pro¬ 
cess is so different from that of 
the county or state that deter¬ 
mining whether the projects have 
been "programmed'- — a county 
term and step that does not occur 
in the federal process — is sub¬ 
jective. The technical staff and 
the City of Greenbelt >were un¬ 
willing to accept Congressional 
promises that the projects are 
programmed. However, George 
Brugger, attorney for the de¬ 
velopers. produced letters that 
he claimed would assure the 


board that the project would re¬ 
ceive approvals on time. 

Federal legislation of 1970 set 
aside $65 million in Highway 
Trust Funds for reconstruction of 
the Parkway, Brugger explained 
to the planning board. The legis¬ 
lation required that the State of 
Maryland assume operation of the 
Parkway before any of the fed¬ 
eral funds could be spent. When 
the state later refused to take 
over the road, use of the federal 
funds was effectively blocked. 
New federal legislation to undo 
that "jurisdictional impediment", 
has now been approved separately 
by the House and Senate, he con¬ 
tinued. However, the House bill 
also included an appropriation of 
$6.5 million for design and pre¬ 
construction work, but the Senate 
bill did not include any appropri¬ 
ation. 

(According to Congressman 
Steny Hoyer's office, a compro¬ 
mise is expected to be reached 
between the House and Senate 
which will set the appropriation 
at $3 million. This would be in¬ 
cluded in the overall Congression¬ 
al appropriation bill at the end 
of the year.) 

Decisive Factor 

A decisive factor in the decision 
by the planning board was the 
two letters that emerged from 
a meeting of the Prince Georges 
County Transportation Oversight 
Committee held on Tuesday, 
December 3 in Annapolis on 
the issue of the federal road 
improvements. The meeting, call¬ 
ed by Delegate Timothy Maloney 
(Beltsville), was attended by 
Brugger; developer Michael T, 
Rose; Fern Piret, county execu¬ 
tive's office; James Novak, county 
transportation department; Hal 
Kassoff, State Highway Adminis¬ 
trator; Hoyer's aide, John Moag; 
Larry Hogan, Jr. and members of 
the committee. 

City officials told the News Re¬ 
view they were not invited and 
did not know about the meeting. 
"The whole process was wrong if 
all interested parties were not 
invited," State Senator Leo Green 
later told the News Review, 

Green said the committee was 
poorly advised to not notify 
Greenbelt officials of the meeting 
and the letters, 

Hoyer's letter, dated December

City Council Rejects 
Subdivision Plans

At its regular meeting on De¬ 
cember 2, the Greenbelt city 
council formally rejected sub¬ 
division plans for the Greenbrook 
and Smith-Ewing tracts, based 
on concern that adequate public 
facilities might not be in place 
and on a parkland dedication 
which was unacceptable to the 
council. 

The decision followed discus¬ 
sions at several recent council 
meetings and work sessions, and 
a presentation by two attorneys 
for developer Michael T, Rose 
summarizing the plans and re¬ 
viewing proposals to provide a 
six-acre lake to satisfy storm¬ 
water management requirements 
and provide what they described 
a b passive and active recreation. 
About three acres of the lake area 
lying within the property was 
proposed to satisfy the manda¬ 
tory dedication requirement for 
the developer. The remainder of 
the lake is part of the Schrom 
Hills Park area. 

Attorney Diane Leasure de¬ 
scribed how the project had been 
scaled down in density over the 
last three years in response to 
the city's concerns. "You're get¬ 
ting exactly what we agreed up¬ 
on, only less (density)," she said, 
adding that the latest proposal 
stood at 109 single family homes, 
220 townhouse units, and 164,000 
square feet of commercial office 
space. Mentioning that the dedi¬ 
cation of land proposed was 110% 
oi the mandatory requirement, 
and citing fees paid for design 
work, the proposed $20,000 in 
path systems around the lake and 
design changes made in response 
to city concerns, she said, "All 
ol the giving has been given and 
we just can't give any more be¬ 
cause the project has become so 
tight." 

Leasure argued that the "ade¬ 
quate public facilities" test would 
be met at the time of subdivision 
and site review and emphasized 
the revenue which would be gen¬ 
erated by the project for the 
city. She stated that these funds 
could be used to buy parkland 
or recreational facilities if need¬ 
ed. 

When council member Thomas 
White asked if a reply had been 
received from the (M-NPPC) 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission with 
regard to a traffic study, Mike 
McLaughlin of the city staff in¬ 
formed him that no written re¬ 
ply had been received but that 
MNCPPC believes they have laid 
the groundwork for an agree¬ 
ment, The terms would be that 
all projects listed in the devel-

North End School Use 

Several alternatives for use ol 
school building have been listed 
by the city staff. One recent pos¬ 
sibility is to lease some of the 
space to the Paint Branch Mon- 
tessori school which would be 
able to defray some of the cost 
of rehabilitation. Previous pro¬ 
posals have called for demolish¬ 
ing the original two-story wing 
ol the building, and providing 
rooms in the newer wing for a 
nursery school, senior citizens' 
center, and city (recreations de¬ 
partment, public works) use. It 
has also been suggested that the 
entire building be demolished and 
the area be used for parkland. 
The staff noted that most of these 
options will cost money; demol¬ 
ishing the original section of the 
building and reconstructing the 
remainder, for example, would 
cost about $600,000. 

Other options that have been 
suggested are use as a second 
police station, or as a second 
swimming pool facility. The first 
of these is still a possibility be¬ 
cause the police department has 
asked for an additional police 
station, but a pool facility might 
create parking problems. In re¬ 
sponse to a question by council 
member Tony Bram, city man¬ 
ager Jim Giese stated that the 
cost of tearing down the whole 
building (as opposed to partial 
demolition and reconstruction) 
would be about $100X00. 

From the audience, Ann Pisano 
commented that there have been 
several surveys of "tax-paying 
citizens" on this issue, and urged 
that the school should be used 
primarily for local community 
purposes, not rented to outside 
organizations. Mayor Gil Weiden¬ 
feld responded that the building 
could be used (simultaneously) 
for several purposes, to "help pay 
for its upkeep.” The matter was 
not resolved but council decided 
to hold a special work session on 
the school. 

"Sheltered Housing" 

Council member Joe Isaacs 
brought to council's attention a 
grant program called "Innova¬ 
tions," set up by the Ford Foun¬ 
dation, which will support proj¬ 
ects in health care cost contain¬ 
ment, He proposed, in particular, 
that this could be used to fund 
a "sheltered housing" program 
foi residents of Green Ridge 
House; such a program can pro¬ 
vide useful personal services such 
as meals, laundry, shopping, gen¬ 
eral housekeeping and transpor¬ 
tation. Discussion brought out 
that there are presently eight 
such projects around the state, 
for example in Clinton, Maryland; 
however these are state-funded, 
not grant funded. This point

bothered Giese somewhat because 
it would be a “one-time award." 
Further information on the shel¬ 
tered housing concept, essentially 
positive, was provided by visitor 
Sylvia Reiseher of the county's 
Department of Aging. Council 
member Tom White suggested 
that the idea could be broadened 
to support other local innovative 
projects such as CARES or the 
Greenbelt bus service. Mayor 
Weidenfeld and council were gen¬ 
erally receptive to getting more 
information on the Ford Founda¬ 
tion initiative. 

Police Trailer 

Police Chief Frank Hutson has 
brought the severe space prob¬ 
lems in his department, located 
in the Municipal building, to 
council's attention. A temporary 
solution proposed by the staff is 
to lease and set up an office trail¬ 
er at the west side of the build¬ 
ing, next to the entrance to the 
furnace room. An adjacent pine

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Abstinence Urged 

Dear Editor, 

In your article, Dec. 5, “Coun¬ 
cil Looks at Procedures, Tries to 
Streamline Meetings” you relate 
Councilmember Tom White’s lack 
of success in establishing smoke- 
free work sessions. 

First of all I am a little sur¬ 
prised that two councilmembers 
have revealed to the Greenbelt 
public through the News Review 
their smoking behavior. Usually 
persons in public positions or in 
other important leadership posi¬ 
tions these days are choosing to 
do away with their smoking ha¬ 
bits or at least to conceal them. 
They find it improves their credi¬ 
bility. What are we constituents 
supposed to think if in the face 
of the existing common knowledge 
about health and smoking their 
public officials — “smoke”? Is 
this typical of their responses to 
other vast amounts of data on 
other issues? 

One opponent of Councilmem¬ 
ber White's proposal for smoke- 
free work sessions thought that 
the restriction on smoking during 
a long work session might be 
more of a distraction than the 
passive smoking might be. I 
maintain that it is much better 
to be distracted by a restriction 
on smoking than it is to be dis¬ 
tracted for this prolonged period 
by experienced and projected ill 
health effects caused by side- 
stream smoke. 

There is only one correct way 
to vote on this issue, and that is 
in favor of clean air, because: 1) 
85 to 90% of smokers want to 
quit, and this offers help. 2) 
Passive smoking hurts smokers 
too — they must breathe in 
smoke from both ends of the ci¬ 
garette. 3) Signfiicant recent re¬ 
search has measured physical 
damage caused bf passive smok¬ 
ing. 4) Clean air improves mo¬ 
rale and stamina. 

I suggest that any remaining 
smokers on the Greenbelt City 
Council sign an agreement with 
20 or 30 students at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School to abstain 
from smoking for the month of 
January. And I will volunteer to 
help arrange it and to provide 
quit-smoking pamphlets.

cember 3 meeting of the Prince 
Georges County Transportation 
Oversight Committee in Annapo¬ 
lis. Greenbelt most surely should 
have been included since the sole 
subject of the meeting was pro¬ 
jected highway improvements in 
the highly-developed corridor 
along Greenbelt Road, specifically 
the bridge over the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. 

It was my understanding that 
the meeting was to be strictly 
an informational one. I was not 
aware that it was called for the 
day before the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board was 
meeting on the proposed new sub¬ 
division, nor did I know that state 
and national officials would sub¬ 
sequently, but^ quickly, write let¬ 
ters which would militate against 
Green-belt's official position on the 
subdivision. 

I am not a member of the 
committee, but I would certainly 
have attended except that the 
Finance Committee, on which I do 
serve, was meeting at the same 


time in another building. At my 
request, my aide attended to take 
notes. 

I have contacted Senator Mike 
Miller, chairman of the Prince 
Georges Senate. Delegation, and 
urged him in the strongest pos¬ 
sible terms to ensure that all ap¬ 
propriate parties are notified 
about hearings dealing with their 
localities. I intend to do all that 
I can to see that such an over¬ 
sight does not occur again. 

Like ancient Rome, Greenbelt 
is in the not-always enviable 
situation of being the place that 
all roads lead to. The fact that 
the roads are under different jur¬ 
isdictions — county, state and 
federal — only complicates al¬ 
ready thorny problems.

oper-contracted Greenhorne and 
O’Mara traffic study would have 
to be shown to be “programmed” 
by the December 5 hearing, and 
that before building permits 
would be issued for the commer¬ 
cial office space, a new traffic 
study would have to be done to 
show the impact of the additional 
development. 

Attorney Richard Reed, also 
representing the developer, spoke 
of assurances by Congressman 
Steny Hoyer’s office that a bill 
has passed both the House and 
Senate which will remove the 
jurisdictional impediment on use 
of the $65 million Highway Trust 
funds for the rehabilitation of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way, including up to six and a 
half million dollars for widening 
the Greenbelt Road bridge and 
relocating ramp. Reed said that 
when the bill is signed by the 
President, the money will finally 
be authorized. 

Weidenfeld, unconvinced, said 
that at this time the city has no 
concrete assurances that money 
will be provided for the expan¬ 
sion of the Md, 193 bridge over 
the Parkway and associated 


ramps, or that the construction 
will take place in conjunction 
with the development. 

Leasure replied that she under¬ 
stood the city’s traffic concerns, 
but that she did not understand 
why the Rose development was 
looked upon as anything different 
from the Coakley and Williams 
development. (Coakley and Wil¬ 
liams was recently given the go- 
ahead for the third tower of the 
Maryland Trade Center, when 
the council granted them a var¬ 
iance to covenants requiring road 
improvements to be in place be¬ 
fore construction.) 

Plans for Lakes 

Discussion of parkland dedica¬ 
tion centered on the developer's 
proposal to provide the six-acre 
lake in lieu of recreation facili¬ 
ties and simultaneously to satisfy 
stormwater management require¬ 
ments. Council’s opposition to the 
plan was based on the use of a 
portion of Schrom Hills parkland 
to form the lake, and council 
members’ view that the spillway 
portion of the lake would be 
unusable for recreational pur¬ 
poses. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld noted 


that the city staff had been in 
contact with (WSSC) and that 
indications were that WSSC had 
an agreement with Rose that he 
would provide the land needed 
for the stormwater management 
facility. When questioned on this, 
Reed admitted that an agreement 
exists in which an easement to 
WSSC for use of the property 
would be as acceptable as actual 
transfer of property. He added 
that their interpretation of the 
county greenspace requirements 
is that the land donated for the 
stormwater management could 
still be used to satisfy the county 
requirement, but that they would 
have to convince the MNCPPC at 
the hearing on December 5. 

“Wouldn’t it be fair to say that 
that land is getting double 
duty?” asked council member 
White, referring to the use of 
the same land to satisfy both 
WSSC stormwater management 
requirements and county green- 
space requirements. 

Reed replied that the developer 
is entitled to credit for both un¬ 
der law. He argued that the lake 
would be six acres in area, eight 
f p et deep, and could be stocked 


with fish, used for paddleboats, 
and would be far superior to the 
“2 acre mud hole” which would 
satisfy stormwater management 
requirements. “It is a ‘visual 
amenity’ and it serves active and 
passive recreation, potentially,” 
he said. 

A letter sent earlier by coun¬ 
cil to the developer called for 
compensation for the unusable 
land proposed as a part of the 
stormwater management system, 
and requested that the city be 
compensated for this either by a 
contribution of 3100,000 or by 
joint participation with the city 
in the cost of acquiring the 
Schimmel and Steiner properties 
which intrude into Schrom Hills 
Park. When council members now 
complained about the minimal re¬ 
sponse to the letter, which stated 
only that the developer would 
“study” the city’s request, attor¬ 
ney Leasure said that when the 
developer received the letter, “We 
were very insulted. We were so 
proud of the relationship we had 
with the city, . , She said that 
feeling all of the city’s concerns 
had been addressed in the coven¬ 
ants, they were upset with the 


suggestion^ that more be done. 

Mayor Weidenfeld responded 
by noting that all that had pre¬ 
viously been agreed upon were 
the zoning changes, that nothing 
had been discussed on the de¬ 
tailed subdivision plans. “Our po¬ 
sition is that just as you repre¬ 
sent Mr. Rose, we represent the 
citizens of Greenbelt,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

At the conclusion of this dis¬ 
cussion Leasure expressed dis¬ 
appointment with the city's ex¬ 
pectations. “We are proceeding 
on the 5th (of December) regard¬ 
less of the position the city 
takes,” she said. 

The council also decided to in¬ 
clude Advisory Planning Board 
reports 367 and 377 as back¬ 
ground along with their letter 
recommending rejection to the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. Report 
367 outlines traffic concerns re¬ 
lated to the development and calls 
for site review, provision of rec¬ 
reation facilities and an adequate 
public facilities test; Report 37 
calls for denial of the preliminary 
subdivision plan because of in¬ 
adequacy of public facilities. 
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Planning Board Rejects City’s Arguments 
On Public Facilities Test and Parkland

4, states, “the House and Senate 
conferees to the Transportation 
Appropriations bill have infor¬ 
mally agreed to a $3 million ap¬ 
propriation.” Hoyer explains that 
this amount should be sufficient 
to “conclude the design work 
(and) complete pre-construction 
work.” Acknowledging that the 
final figure for funds needed to 
complete the project has yet to 
be determined by the Park Service 
or the Federal Highway Adminis¬ 
tration, Hoyer states, “I fully 
anticipate the appropriation of 
construction funding in fiscal 
year 1987.” 

In the second letter, also dated 
December 4, Hal Kassoff, State 
Highway Administrator, assured 
the planning board that his agen¬ 
cy “views the need for highway 
improvements . . . along Mary¬ 
land 193 (Greenbelt Road) from 
Kenilworth Avenue to east of the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
... by all levels of government 
(federal, state and local) to be of 
extremely high priority.” 

County Executive Parris Glen- 
aening “fully supports these 
projects,” continued Brugger. 
(Improvements to the remaining 
portions of Greenbelt Road will 
be done by the county, even 
though it is a state road), con¬ 
tinued Brugger. 

“We are well aware of the ex¬ 
tensive efforts of the county ex¬ 
ecutive and Congressman Hoyer 
to remedy these problems and are 
well pleased with the progress 
that has been made,” countered 
Weidenfeld. “That progress, how¬ 
ever, still is not sufficient to han¬ 
dle all the traffic to be generated 
by already approved subdivisions 
in Greenbelt, as well as this ad¬ 
ditional development.” The city, 
he said, is also concerned by the 
potential impact of new develop¬ 
ment in the Bowie-Glenn Dale 
areas that use Greenbelt Road. 

“Rarely have the ranks of gov¬ 
ernment” closed in to support a 
project as they have here, said 
Brugger. This development will 
bring in many millions of dollars 
to this area, he added. He quoted 
from an economic study the de¬ 
velopers had commissioned, to 
show that “when built out, the 
surplus (tax) funds that will 
flow annually would be $1.8 mil¬ 
lion to the county and over $400,- 
000 to the City of Greenbelt,” 
Motion to Approve 

Roy I. Dabney, planning board 
vice chairman, moved the ap¬ 
proval of the plat for Greenbelt, 
Fart I calling for 39.4 acres of 
cluster R-55 single-family de¬ 
tached homes (109 units). In sec¬ 
onding, planning board member 
Samuel Y. Botts amended the mo¬ 
tion to be “subject to the approval 
of the appropriation for the 
Parkway improvements." 

Brugger objected, saying that 
“county law doesn’t require 
money be appropriated (for road 
improvements). You’re laying on 
a requirement that is far be¬ 
yond. , programming. We "be¬ 
seech you not to make that re¬ 
quirement. The moneys are forth¬ 
coming,” he assured Botts. 

“This motion is a safeguard," 
argued Weidenfeld. “If no money 
is provided, the project should 
not go forward. If the assurances 
are sound, then this motion should 
give no cause for problem.” 

For a few minutes Botts held 
io his amendment. 

“We will be unable to go for¬ 
ward,” responded Brugger. This 
action would “kill the project,” 
he said, adding that as contract 
purchasers, we cannot obtain fi¬ 
nancing with this provision. 


“There has to be some way to 
isure those road improvements 
re going to be made,” answered 
Botts. 

Planning Board Chairman John 
Rhoads entered the discussion to 
ask, “How much do we need to 
know? The joint (congressional) 
conferees have it now, the only 
question is how much money. , .?” 

“I am going to reconsider,” said 
Botts, who then withdrew his 
amendment. 

“Things are in the hopper,” said 
Rhoads. “We hope the applicant 
will do everything possible. . . . 
We have to look at the track rec¬ 
ord of the applicant and the at¬ 
torney . . . rely on their integ¬ 
rity.” The unamended motion 
passed three-to-zero. Margaret 
Yewell abstained from both dis¬ 
cussion and voting on Greenbrook, 
Part I. Burt Keller was not pres¬ 
ent. 

County Councilman Richard 
Castaldi called the timing sus¬ 
picious: oversight meeting on 
Tuesday, letters written on Wed¬ 
nesday and Planning board hear¬ 
ing on Thursday. Since the city 
was unaware of the meeting and 
the letters, they couldn’t react. 
Castaldi called the Kassoff letter 
a “crucial element" in the plan¬ 
ning board’s decision to approve 
the plan. He thought that with¬ 
out those letters that “gave an 
air that the improvements would 
be done,” the planning board 
might have supported staging of 
development. Castaldi felt the 
city's position was on target be¬ 
cause nobody really knows what 
the schedule is for the federal 
road improvements. Everyone ap¬ 
peared to support the develop¬ 
ment, which, he said, shows good 
quality. The key porblem giving 
concern is the traffic. 

Senator Green told the News 
Review: “It appears the Kassoff 
letter was used as a crutch “in 
the planning board's decision to 
grant subdivision." 

Dedication of Parkland 

Greenbelt’s second reason for 
opposing approval of the subdi¬ 
vision plans of the Greenbrook 
development centered on park¬ 
land. The city council had found 
the developer’s plan for manda¬ 
tory dedication of parkland “un¬ 
acceptable," Weidenfeld said. 

County 1 a w accepts three 
routes for a developer to follow 
lin providing open space or rec¬ 
reation facilities as part of new 
residential development: (1) dedi¬ 
cation of land or (2) a fee-in-lieu 
of land dedication or (3) recrea¬ 
tion facilities or amenities equal¬ 
ling the fee-in-lieu. In this case, 
the developer must dedicate 
5.4933 acres or $16,850 in cash 
or in facilities. 

Brugger identified for the plan¬ 
ning board those steps which the 
developer is taking: (1) dedica¬ 
tion of 6.1 acres of land adjacent 
to Scbrom Hills Park and (2) 
amenities on the Greenbrook 
property to cost approximately 
$20,000—2,800 linear feet of trails 
and walkways and two sitting/ 
picnic areas. 

Weidenfeld called attention to 
the parkland. First, he said, the 
developer has agreed to dedicate 
three acres of land to the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission (WSSC) for a storm¬ 
water management pond. Next, he 
went on, the same land will also 
be dedicated to the city for park¬ 
land. Should the land be used 
twice ? “The public is being short¬ 
changed,” Weidenfeld told the 
planning board. “The city council 
does not believe the developers 
of Greenbrook are fully meeting 
their obligations.” 


“The developer is paying for 
the design of the six-acre lake, 
which could have been a two-acre 
mudhole,” Brugger said. The lake, 
which will be constructed by 
WSSC, will be a regional facility 
serving more than just Green¬ 
brook. County law provides that 
land used for stormwater man¬ 
agement may be counted for man¬ 
datory dedication if it meets any 
of three tests: (1) is a visual 
amenity or provides (2) active or 
(3) passive recreation. “We think 
the lake will provide all three,” 
Brugger asserted. “We’re giving 
110 percent of the parkland re¬ 
quired and additional facilities in 
excess of $20,000. We’ve done 
both.” 

Why, asked the city, was the 
lake pushed partly onto the 
Schrom Hills Park from its orig¬ 
inal location on the developer’s 
property, thus enabling the de¬ 
veloper to build more units 

Michael Rudo, WSSC project 
development official, responded 
that there is a sewer line under 
the original lake site. It would 
be “expensive to relocate the sew¬ 
er." It would be easier and cheap¬ 
er to move the lake. “There’s no 
doubt that shifting the lake 
there is a large area than can 
now be developed," Rudo said. 

“These are pre-design draw¬ 
ings” of the lake, said Rudo, so 
that there is no commitment to 
the exact location until the sani¬ 
tary commission has reviewed 
these plans, 

Weidenfeld asked Rudo to point 
out on the developer’s map the 
location of the 100-year flood 
plain for the planning board. 
Land within the 100-year flood 
plain is acceptable for mandatory 
dedication only if the planning 
board approves. Because both the 
WSSC stormwater facility and 
the Schrom Hills Park (currently 
owned by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission) will be turned over to 
the City of Greenbelt, shouldn’t 
the city be making the decision 
concerning the flood plain? (Al¬ 
though the stormwater facility 
and the park were set up while 
the land was under county juris¬ 
diction, they are now within the 
city limits as a result of last 
year’s annexation of Hunting 
Ridge and surrounding undevel¬ 
oped property.) The city had 
written to the developer on No¬ 
vember 21 suggesting that the 
three acres in the flood plain be 
deeded to WSSC and then other 
“usable land” be offered to the 
city for parkland. 

The parkland will be provided 
to the City of Greenbelt at the 
time of final plat approval (by 
the planning board) with an ease¬ 
ment to WSSC. “Does this open 
space meet the guidelines?” plan¬ 
ning board vice chairman Dabney 
asked Dean Armstrong of the 
technical staff, 

“Yes, if the planning board 
finds the lake is a visual amen¬ 
ity," Armstrong responded , 

“Existing wooded parkland will 
have to be cleared and graded for 
the stormwater facility,” said 
Weidenfeld, as the city continued 
to push its point WSSC’s re¬ 
sponse was, “We’re working 
closely with . . . (county) parks 
people,” Our agreement, added 
WSSC, says the developer would 
provide the land gratis to us. 

“He had to provide it anyhow," 
responded Weidenfeld. “Now he's 
getting (double) credit. . . ." 

“If the lake is considered an 
amenity," it’s acceptable, said 
planning board member Margaret 
Yewell. “The applicant can’t con¬ 
trol where the sewer is.”

“We are giving 11C percent of 
dedication and facilities in excess 
of the fee-in-lieu required/’ re¬ 
minded Brugger, “We’re giving 
twice. We think we’ve covered the 
recreation facilities pretty clearly 
and satisfied the ordinance. We 
understand the City of Green- 
belt’s love of open space," he 
said. You have given them a 
lovely park, free of charge, he 
reminded the planning board, and 
we have given them a lake. 

Yewell moved approval of 
Greenbrook Part II, 34.4 acres 
for 232 townhouses. The vote was 
4-to-0. 

The last two items, Greenbrook 


Part III, 9,5 acres of commercial 
property, and the three commer¬ 
cial lots on the 21,8-acre Smith- 
Ewing property were then quick¬ 
ly approved, Yewell again ab¬ 
stained and did not vote on the 
final agenda item. She is related 
to one of the applicants. 

In a later agenda item the 
planning board also approved the 
final site plan for the residence 
inn/hotel (Smith-Ewing. Lot 2). 
Groundbreaking for the 140-suite 
hotel by Hotel Investors Trust 
will occur soon, Brugger told city 
officials late Thursday. 

Also contrbiuting to this story 
was Elaine Skolnik.

Hardship Withdrawal Rule 
Eased for Christmas Clubs 

Governor Harry Hughes on 
Dec. 9 said depositors may apply 
for funds from designated 
"Christmas Club” accounts under 
the state’s hardship withdrawal 
plan’s miscellaneous category. To 
reduce "red tape,” he directed the 
administrators of the plan to 
waive the requirement that tax 
returns be submitted, as required 
for other miscellaneous requests. 

"These mostly small, passbook 
accounts should be available for 
people who were counting on 
these funds for the holidays,” 
Governor Hughes said.

MDOT Warns Against 
Drugs & Driving Mix 

December 15-21 is National 
Drunk and Drugged Driving 
Awareness Week. In focusing on 
this growing problem, a safety 
specialist from the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Transportation noted 
that "One in every 100 arrests 
for driving under-the-influence 
involves a drug other than alco¬ 
hol.” According to Safety Spe¬ 
cialist Jim Lang, "All drugs, in¬ 
cluding cold and flu medications, 
not just alcohol, can impair the 
senses and after perceptions.” 

The department suggests that 
those taking medication ask their 
doctors or pharmacist if it is 
safe to drive after taking a pre¬ 
scribed or over-the-counter drug; 
read the label for warnings de¬ 
scribing potentially adverse ef¬ 
fects such as dizziness or drow¬ 
siness; and refrain from consum¬ 
ing alcoholic beverages while 
using medications.

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Two BARC Parcels 
To Become Parkland 

By Betsy Likowski 

Those who have been concerned about the fate of land 
in the Beltsville Agricultural Research Center (BARC) de¬ 
clared surplus in 1982 have been given some good news —« 
two parcels have been given to the Maryland-National Cap¬ 
ital Park and Planning Commission (MNCPPC) to be used 
as parkland. 


Parcels number 4 and 5A will 
become part of existing parks. 
Parcel 4, which is 4.49 acres, is 
located between Cherry Hill Road 
and the Beltway. It is next to 
the Cherry Hill Community Park 
and will be used to supplement 
the garden plot program there. 
It will also be used as a picnic 
area with parking lot and rest¬ 
room facilities. 

Parcel 5 is next to the Sunny- 
side Neighborhood Park on Rhode 
Island Avenue near the Beltway. 
The 5.6 acre parcel will more 
than double that park’s area and 
will be used for a softball field 
and an exercise trail. 

Since 1982, when several par¬ 
cels of BARC land were declared 
surplus, a number of citizens, 
citizen's groups (including Citi¬ 
zens for Greenbelt) and elected 
officials (including the Greenbelt 
City Council, Congressman Steny 
Hoyer and the County Council) 
have expressed concern about 
selling off BARC land. City, 
county, state and federal officials 
had recommended that Parcel 4 
be used for park and recreational 
purposes. An adjacent 67 acres 
were turned over to MNCPPC 
about 12 years ago. 

In April of this year the Na¬ 
tional Capital Planning Commis¬ 
sion recommended that Parcel 5A 
be used lor parkland. An earlier 
plan was to transfer the land to 
the Montgomery County Cerebral 
Palsy Association which later 
decided not to use it. 

Two other parcels of BARC 
land have been declared surplus: 
Parcel 5 is a 9.6 acre plot near the 
National Agricultural Library on 
U.S. Route 1, and Parcel 13 is a 
heavily wooded land in the north¬ 
east corner of BARC between 
Springfield and Odell roads. Par¬ 
cel 13, a 247 acre tract, is used

PG Students Score Higher 
On Achievement Tests 

Prince Georges County Public 
School students scored higher, 
in some cases significantly high¬ 
er, than their counterparts na¬ 
tionally and in Maryland on the 
highly competitive achievement 
examinations of the College 
Board's most recent Admission 
Testing Program. 

The school system's combined 
score of 591 on the 10 selective 
exams was 51 points higher than 
the national average and 26 
points higher than the state av¬ 
erage- The new combined score 
represents an increase of 33 
points since 1980 in Prince Ge¬ 
orges County, The national score 
went up 12 points and the Mary¬ 
land score went up eight points 
during the same time period.

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GHI Reschedules Bylaws Meeting; 
Discusses Parking and Additions 


by Mavis Fletcher 

At its December 5 meet¬ 
ing, the board of directors 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., re¬ 
scheduled the long-awaited 
Special Membership Meeting 
on Bylaws for Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 21, at 8 p.m. in the city 
council chambers. The meet¬ 
ing, which had been post¬ 
poned once because of a lack 
of a quorum and twice for 
other reasons, will deal with 
proposed changes in the by¬ 
laws of the corporation. 

The board also adopted a policy 
on serviceside additions in frame 
homes and received a report from 
the Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee on such additions in 
the masonry homes. For the 
frame homes, the board adopted 
regulations which, among other 
provisions, limit the size of the 
addition to 20% of the service- 
side lot area and stipulate that 
the siding must match that on 
the main structure. Only one- 
story additions are permitted on 
the serviceside. The A & E com¬ 
mittee recommended that addi¬ 
tions on the serviceside of ma¬ 
sonry homes also be constructed 
of materials which match the 
main unit. Don Volk, chairman 
of the committee, acknowledged 
that his requirement would add 
to the cost of the addition but 
maintained that the cost would 
be relatively small because the 
additions themselves are small. 
The A & E committee report 
will be considered at a later 
meeting. 

2 Court Gardenway Parking 

The A & E committee also re¬ 
ported to the board on the plan 
proposed by the court members 
for augmenting parking in the 
2 Court of Gardenway. Volk said 
that the committee was reluctant 
to see greenspaee used for park¬ 
ing but did not strongly oppose 
the court plan. He also said the 
committee felt that 14 spaces 
were too many, suggested a sur¬ 
vey of garage use, and raised 
questions about how the parking 
spaces were to be paid for. 

The discussion of parking 
plans raised the subject of a 
letter sent out by the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Parking in which, 
according to board comments, the 
committee asked the board and 
Audit Committee members not 
to attend one of the parking com¬ 
mittee’s recent meetings. Director 
Wayne Williams asked whether 
it is proper for the committee to 
hold a “closed meeting.” He also 
made the point that “it is one 
thing to tell the board not to 
attend but quite another to tell 
the Audit Committee not to at¬ 
tend.” President Margaret Ho- 
gensen. while admitting that the 
committee’s action was “a ques¬ 
tionable thing,” said that some 
parking committee members had 
told her that the committee had 
gotten a lot of toork done in the 
session. At the end of the dis¬ 
cussion, the board agreed to put 
the subject of the closed meeting 
on the agenda for the December 
19 board of directors meeting. 

Replacing Original Windows 

The board also set policy bn 
the replacement of original win¬ 
dows which were retained by 
some members and not replaced 
during rehab. The new policy 
states that if an original window 
in either a frame or masonry unit 
becomes irreparable, that window 
must be replaced with a window 
equal to or better than those pro¬ 
vided under the rehab program. 


In the case of masonry homes, 
however, the original windows 
cannot be matched in appear¬ 
ance. Therefore, the board decided 
that all windows in the unit 
would have to be replaced at the 
time of resale, if not before. If 
the member wished to replace 
all the windows before resale, a 
loan could be arranged from the 
land reserve fund to enable the 
member to pay for this expendi¬ 
ture over a ten-year period. 

The board voted also to request 
that the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission replace the 
Research Road water mains north 
of the intersection with Hillside. 
According to General Manager 
Ronald Colton, these mains are 
the original ones installed by the 
federal government and are so 
badly corroded and clogged that 
the opening has dwindled to one- 
quarter inch. The condition of the 
water mains causes low water 
pressure and rusty water in the 
units serviced by them. 

Work Ticket System Revised 

The board discussed the system 
of maintenance work tickets and 
follow-up. Colton presented sta¬ 
tistics on the handling of work 
order tickets written between 
November 18-22 as a basis for 
the discussion. During that per¬ 
iod, for example, the Mechanical 


Section (which includes electrical 
and plumbing work wrote 108 
tickets and completed all but 28 
of them by the end of the week. 
In addition, the section completed 
22 orders left over from the 
previous week which, Colton said, 
involved waiting for parts or oth¬ 
er such delays. Colton noted that 
he had set up a system of ac ¬ 
counting for each work ticket so 
that he could monitor delays in 
accomplishnig maintenance calls. 
Director David Warner, however, 
insisted that the system - loses 
calls and characterized this as 
“the biggest single cause of 
member dissatisfaction.” He sug¬ 
gested that there would be a 
“big return in member satisfac¬ 
tion if the member could be giv¬ 
en a number” which then could 
be tracked if the work was not 
completed. Colton agreed to set 
up a system so that the members 
who call for maintenance of a spe¬ 
cific problem will be given a 
work order number at the time of 
the call. This number can then 
be referred to by the member in 
any subsequent calls about the 
needed maintenance. Colton said 
the system would go into effect 
on December 9. 

The next meeting of the board 
of directors will be on December 
19. 


Wrap It Right this Year 

The U.S. Postal Service has 
half a dozen “dos” and “don’ts” 
for customers who want to be 
sure their holiday parcels get de¬ 
livered. 

• Use the right container. 
Boxes must be adequate in size 
for the items being mailed and 
provided enough space for cush¬ 
ioning material. They must also 
be strong enough to hold the 
weight of their contents. If the 
box has adequate space for an 
address, it is not necessary to 
wrap it in paper. If paper is 
used, be sure it is equivalent to 
the kind used in grocery bags. 

• Use some cushion. Cushion¬ 
ing absorbs and distributes shock 
and vibration. Good cushioning 
materials are foamed plastics, 
corrugated cardboard and loose 
fill material such as polystyrene, 
popcorn or shredded newspaper. 

• Close parcels up right Use 
tape, not string or rope, to close 
packages. Cellophane and mask¬ 
ing tape should not be used. 
Pressure sensitive, filament-re¬ 
inforced tape is recommended and 
should be wrapped around the 
parcel at least twice, 

• Addresses are important 
Print or type the address clearly 
on one side of the parcel only. Put 
the name and address also inside

There is a fast way to mail 
Christmas packages. 

Priority Mail affords First- 
Class handling for packages 
weighing over 12 ounces and up 
to 70 pounds. It is next-day de¬ 
livery up to 110 miles from the 
originating post office and deliv¬ 
ery in three days anywhere in the 
United States. 

Priority Mail can be sent from 
any post office to any address in 
the United States and to foreign 
countries. The service is available 
with insurance, return receipts, 
COD, certificates of mailing and 
special delivery.

label comes off. 

• Don't mail your pet ele¬ 
phant. Packages must not exceed 
70 pounds. They must also be at 
least 3% inches wide and 5 inches 
long, and total length and girth 
cannot exceed 108 inches. 

• Don’t overinsure. If the 
parcel is valuable, it can be in¬ 
sured. Insure it only for its actual 
value. The Postal Service pays 
ciaims based on the actual value 
of lost or damaged items.

tree would have to be cut back 
or possibly removed to make 
room for the large (50 foot) 
trailer. 

Council members Ed Putens, 
White and also Weidenfeld com¬ 
mented on the esthetic aspects of 
having a large trailer situated 
at the site, even temporarily. 
White disliked “damaging the 
view” and urged that the North 
End School building be used for 
this and other “pressing” needs. 
However Chief Hutson said that 
this solution was preferable, from 
his point of view, to use of the 
school building because of the 
need for a wired communication 
link to the main switchboard in 
the Municipal Building. Bram and 
Weidenfeld agreed that it would 
be a “necessary eyescore,” and 
council decided to give the mat¬ 
ter some more thought 

City’s Legislative Agenda 

With respect to what issues the 
city of Greenbelt should urge 
state and county legislators to 
push, some differences surfaced 
among council and staff. The staff 
has suggested that some domestic 
items such as municipal infrac¬ 
tions, a bill of rights for law 
enforcement officers, and a pro¬ 
posed hotel/motel tax should have 
priority, and also the matter of 
obtaining advance funding for 
widening the Greenbelt Road 
bridge over the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway. Council mem¬ 
bers, however, added other items 
such as a tax abatement for 
Hunting Ridge residents, sup¬ 
port for the proposed County 
zoning and planning bill (PG 
407), and more regulations for 
developed subdivisions. 

White spoke for including the 
Hunting Ridge tax abatement as 
a legislated “targeted rebate”, to 
correct what he termed “double 
taxation” in this particular case. 
He also urged support for bill 
PG 407 to remedy deficiencies, 
in his view, in present zoning dis¬ 
putes whereby interested parties 
to such disputes — such as the 
county executive, and through 
him the communities involved— 
cannot express opinions. Weiden¬ 
feld, on the other hand, pointed 
cut that some council members 
were not yet familiar with the

issue and needed more time to 
consider it. Similarly Giese ex¬ 
pressed his own preference for 
not bringing the Hunting Ridge 
matter up for legislative action, 
noting that some legislators have 
balked in the past about taking 
on too much. On the other hand, 
White felt it was not appropriate 
for the city to “spearhead” ad¬ 
vance funding for the Greenbelt 
Road bridge, and Giese agreed, 
while Weidenfeld saw no harm 
in bringing it up for the legisla¬ 
tors’ informal consideration. On 
a motion by White to delete this 
topic the council split three to 
two with the majority voting in 
favor of including the bridge 
funding on the agenda. 

Roosevelt Center Plan 

Toward the end of the meeting, 
White proposed having a public 
hearing on proposals for the 
Roosevelt Center “so that citizens 
can voice their reactions.” He 
said that the city-sponsored 
charette designs lacked public in¬ 
put, and were not internally con¬ 
sistent. Weidenfeld preferred to 
develop first a general draft plan 
which could be presented to the 
community, an approach con¬ 
curred in by Bram. Weidenfeld 
felt that the public needed a 
“concrete visual plan” to consid¬ 
er. On the other hand, PRAB 
chairman Keith Chernikoff ap¬ 
peared to support White’s posi¬ 
tion in urging that “the objec¬ 
tives have to be clear (from) a 
general consensus.” This differ¬ 
ence in viewpoint was not set¬ 
tled in the ensuing vigorous dis¬ 
cussion, with Wedienfeld deciding 
to set up a work session on the 
issue which would select people 
to draw up more general plans 
for the Center, and White ques¬ 
tioning the makeup of such a 
work session. 

Other Items 

The Greenbelt Arts Center, 
through spokesman Konrad Herl- 
ing, requested $200 for painting 
the walls of the Utopia Theater. 
It was explained by the staff that 
this request was only brought to 


council because of an apparent 
conflict with a principle, recom¬ 
mended by PRAB, that funds not 
be used for purchasing items 
outside city ownership. Cherni¬ 
koff explained this to council as 
the basis for his committee’s 
negative recommendation, but 
council members Ed Putens and 
White supported the request 
when Herling responded that 
other city recreational organiza¬ 
tions were making use of the the¬ 
ater. In answer to a question by 
Bram, Chernikoff clarified that 
PRAB’s position was not a for¬ 
mally adopted one. The Art Cen¬ 
ter’s request was granted. 

On another subject, the council 
offered suggestions to City Clerk 
Gudrun Mills for topics of inter¬ 
est to be included on the agenda 
cf the 1986 Maryland Municipal 
League Convention. Some of 
these were: building more “link¬ 
age” with our neighbor cities, use 
of surplus facilities (such as 
North End School), preserving 
green space (Isaacs); how to get 
citizens involved in taxing issues, 
relations with the press and me¬ 
dia, public access to cable TV 
(White); the local bus system, 
senior citizens’ problems, and 
even dress codes for municipal 
officials (Bram).

To Plant Christmas Trees

Are silver fillings safe? 

Silver fillings have been 
used for over 160 years. They 
are not all silver but actually 
a mixture, or amalgam, of 
several other metals. Besides 
silver, the other metals are 
basically copper, tin and zinc 
in various proportions. This 
mixture is combined with mer¬ 
cury at high speed to create a 
pliable mass which is used to 
fill cavities. Mercury is used 
because of its abiity to cause 
hardening of the mass. 

Recent media reports have 
questioned the safety of mer. 
cury. The dental profession 
has addressed this problem by 
conducting thorough and con¬ 
tinuous research which has 
consistently proved that mer¬ 
cury offers no health hazard. 
Mercury, in fact occurs natur¬ 
ally in the body. One excep¬ 
tion to be noted is the rare oc¬ 
curence of an alcrgic reaction, 
which would appear as a skin 
rash. 

Researchers are currently 
seeking new materials and 
methods for restoring decayed 
teeth with something better 
than “silver” As yet no satis¬ 
factory alternative has been 
found. For the immediate fu¬ 
ture, at least, silver fillings 
will continue to be the dentists 
primary means of treating de¬ 
cay.
